Japanese Patent Laid-Open Publication nos. 10-336788 and 2000-41296 
disclose a damper in which the tinsel cords are made integral with the damper by 
means of an adhesive or stitching. In Japanese Patent Laid-Open Publication no. 
10-336788 the thin and plain woven tinsel cords are held onto the surface of the 
damper body by heat fusion of a strip shaped polyurethane member. 

In Japanese Patent Laid-Open Publication no. 2000-41296 the tubular 
knitted tinsel cord is used as heat bonded with the polyurethane layer. The tinsel 
cprds have also been bonded to the damper body with a silicone adhesive agent.
